The  wonderful  work  of  the  late  Victor  Lemoine, 
Nancy,  France,  in  hydradizing  the  Lilac,  makes  the 
entire  world  indebted  to  him,  and  it  is  only  in  having 
these  creations  in  your  own  yard  or  on  your  ground 
that  you  can  appreciate  their  wonderful  beauty. 

Some  of  the  sipgle  flowers  of  these  varieties  are  most 
an  inch  in  diameter,  and  they  come  in  different  types, 
some  double  and  semi-double,  some  with  elegantly 
twisted  and  curved  petals,  others  perfectly  formed 
reflexed  and  incurved. 

The  bush  in  itself  is  like  a huge  bouquet,  and  the 
beauty  of  this  strain — they  bloom  early  in  life.  The 
small  plants  when  2 to  3 feet  tall  in  the  nursery  row 
bloom  profusedly.  The  illustrations  in  this  circular 
are  from  the  plants  blooming  in  our  Nurseries. 

The  season  has  also  been  prolonged  by  the  addition 
of  earlier  and  later  varieties.  The  colors  range  from 
pure  white,  cream,  pale  azure-blue  and  lavender  to 
deep  purple  and  dark  maroon,  all  are  delightfully 
fragrant,  and  much  more  prolific  bloomers  than  the 
common  varieties,  and  equally  as  hardy. 


We  have  made  a specialty  of  these  varieties  for  years  and  have 
them  in  all  sizes,  large  specimen  plants  same  as  the  illustrations — 
something  that  will  be  effective  from  the  day  it  is  planted,  and 
a source  of  pleasure  and  enjoyment.
